Thaepauthors crt these 
papers not infrequently start out brave- 
ly to touch all the high spots or in 
some way to cover. this whole great 
subject in seme brief time allotted 
them. Naturally those who have spent 
years studying this subject, without 
nearing mastery of’it, stand aghast at 
such temerity. 

Frequently those who are assigned 

papers on this subject have demon- 
Strated to the cenimunity that they, 
have some gift at housekeeping or of 
some part of it. If they would then 
comfine their paper to matters of their 
own experience and practice. I believe 
that in every case they could actually | 
contribute something «to the better | 

-bousekeebing of the community. But, 
alas, they are not likely to value that 
experience as worth passing on, so 
they want to read something to help 
them in the preparation of theizx paper, 
and perhaps they ask the librarian to 
give them something. Perhaps the 
librarian could make a cup ef tea if 
hard pressed, and ought to know the 
value of a dust cleth, but on the whole 
we may say justly that librarians have 
their own scienee te attend te.

an who has held for years 4 lu- 
crative position, which was also 
one of trust and importance, 
prompts a word of warning to other 
business women whose present success, 
as in the case of Miss D., is due to the 


fact that they haye made themselves” 


useful and indispensable to an indi- 
vidual rather than to the firm. 

Any businesa woman is in Ganger of 
losing her ambition and initiative fac- 
ulties without realizing it, if her job 
makeé of her nothing more than a 
faithful transmitter of her employer's 
orders. No matter’ whether the posi- 


tion is of great confidence and seeming 


importance, if the power to think and 
act occasionally for her empfoyer is 
never permitted, even in an emergen- 
cy, her sense of’ inftiative will neces- 
sarily be stiffed and her general busi- 
ness ability impaired.

He shold aesist in buying food and 
clothing for the family as well as for 
himself. Hé should be given a small 
weehly allowance, paft of which he 
should savé, another part he should 
give to some good cause, and thé re- 
mainder he should reserve for his 
personal usé. 

The method of instructing children ad- 
vocated by». the Drs. Clark is the 
make-believe of play. The theory ts 
that children are happiest when they are 
Playing, also that play has the gréatest 
educational possibilities They go -Froe- 
bel, Pestélozsi; and even Montessori at 
least one better. Just as Montessori said 
to Froebel, Why Wait until the usual 
kindergarten age? the Clarks say to 
Montessori, Why wait for any agei why 
not start at one day or one month? or, 
Certainly there is no reason for waiting 
more than three months. 

The following is the Clark schedule for 
boy babies.

An opera glass which reveals the 
seventh magnitude more than doubles 
this number. There are more seventh. 
magnitude stars than all the brighter 
ones put together, but we cannot see 
them ordinarily because our eyes are 
too small to collect the necessary 
light. A larger telescope, which really 
amounts to a still bigger eye, shows 
mew stars by the hundreds of thou- 
sands 

For speed of perception and fineness 
of vision combined, the human eye is 
wnsurpassed, but it has this limivation, | 
it sees all that it ever will see in a 
brief fraction of a second. A long ex- 
posure merely wearies the delicate 
nerves, and dulis their ability to record 
the light waves. 


Astronomers realized this difficulty 
early in their studies of the stars. Stars 
. Might be in the field of vision of even | 
the biggest telescope and still be for- 
ever invisible because the total quanti- 
ty of their light was insufficient to pro- 
duce a stir in the eye of the observer. 
They solved the difficulty by putting in 
a photographic plate instead. The star 
light, falling on the same spot hour 
after hour, frequently produced pic- 
tures of stars so exceedingly faint that 
no human eye wee ever hope to see 
them. 

Late in the diaiatiie of October we 
catch the first glimpses of the coming 
winter stars. Capella is already up in 
the northeast. Directly in the east the 
shimmery group known as the Pleiades 
is found, and below, not far away is 
the mighty red star, Aldebaran. When 
Aldebaran appears, we may be sure 
Orion is not far away. 

October is the month to look at the 
Great Andromeda nebula. High up in

Fund for Bible 


Sfudy in Colleges | 


By the Rev. F. L. Gratiot. 


HE genera! board of education of 
the Presbyterian church has re 
ceived a new fund of $50,000, the 
income of which ts to be assigned 

to Presbyterian colleges which raise 
specified. sums for the endowment of 
chairs of English Bible or departments 
of Bible and religion. 

This is a gift from Thomas W. Syn- 
ott of Wenonah, N. J., a member. of 
the board,.,who has long been inter- 
ested in the teaching of the Bible and 
evangelistic activities in Presbyterian 
colleges, and a portion of the fund is 
to be used onpacaly for evangelistic 
work. 

It is the opinion of the board that 
this gift will prove to be a stimulus 
which will speedily secure from a quar- 
ter to half a million dollars additional 
for the same purposes. 

The board's prediction is based upon 
fits recent experience with a fund of 
$100,000, the gift of the late John C. 
Martin of New York. The beard of- 
fered the income of $5,000 or $10,000 

‘of this fund to any Presbyterian col- 
lege whith would _raise $20,000 or :$40,- 
000 additional, and the result was that 
within about four years the gift of 
$100,000 called forth additional gifts 
to the amount of about $1,000,000. In 
one instance an individual was 
prompted to give $26,000 for the en- 
dowment of a chair in memory of his 
mother.

‘| ammunition became far in excess of — 


the receipts from home, and wé were

For example, the eighteen pounders 
_ fired an average of fourteen rounds a 
day, while the receipts were barely 
_ geven. The sixty pounder guns and 
4 the 4.5 inch howitzers fired méré tian 
x forty rounds a dey, against a supply of 
* eight or nine rounds at most. 
In private letters and telegrams I 
& had repeatedly brought this to the no 
* tice of the secretary of state, and a 
strong official memorandum on gpb- 
4 ject was sent to the war office on Sept. 
: 28. A further communication to the 
) same effect was made on Oct. 10 and 
*- on the 29th of the same month the war 
office were officially told that the state 
. of the ammunition supply haa gé€es- 
, sitated the issue of an order restricting 
expenditure to twenty rounds per. gun 
daily, and that a further restriction 
to ten rounds would be necessary -if 
the supply did not improve. 
In a communication to the war office 
| on Dec. 31 the view was expressed 
that cohsiderably more high explosive 
was necessary, and the following table 
was laid down as our minimum require- 
ments to carry on the war with an 
prospect of success:

every contrivance for this sort of war- 
fare tecame painfully apparent, while 
even with our hand grenades, by..rea-

I was therefore compelled to conduct 
experiments in the field and improvise 
new weapons as well as possible. For 
such work the army had no organiza- 
tion. 

In this I received invaluable assist- 
ance from my friend, George Moore. 
Mr. Moore is an American who has had 
wide experience of large construction 
developments in the United States. Al- 
though a young man, he was deeply 
versed in the method‘ of scientific re- 
search as applied to mechanical inven- 
tion. Add to this that hqwas a great 


vpersonal friend of my own, and pas-: 


sionately interested in the success of

Appeals and Warnings. 
URING this time I received yisits 
at my headquarters from prom- 
inent members of both houses 
of parliament, to whom I told; 
in course of conversation, the gteat 
anxiety I felt on the subject of the 
of heavy guns and am uni-

To the public men who visited me, I 
appealed that they should make kt own 
this grave necessity to the public in 
their speeches. I quote a line from a 
speech of the Earl of Durham, whc, at 
my request, said, “ What we want \nd 
must have is more and more m ini- 
tions.” 
At a conference at Chantilly with 
Lord Kitchener, I reminded him of ,my 
constant representations on the sub- 
ject of munitions, both officially and 
privately, and warned him th the 
danger would be fatal if instant attion 
were not taken to supply our needs. 
It must be remembered that all this 
time, when the British forces in Fri nce 


\ 


were in absolute jeopardy owing to 
these deficiencies, trainloads’ of all 
kinds of ammunition were 
along our rear en route to Marseilles 
and the Dardanelles. 

This was the situation when on 
April 22 the Germans made their first 
attack with poisoned gas in the second 
battle of Ypres and in a gigantic effort 
again attempted to break through; and 
the defense .called for the most des- 
perate’kind of fighting, only surpassed 
in intensity by the struggle in the first 
battle of Ypres. 

Just about this time the then prime 
minister, Mr. Asquith, made his fa- 
oy speech, in which he 
. «ted that the army had all the am- 
munition it required. When I read this 
speech, after all my public and private 
affairs, I lost any hope that I had en- 
tertained of receiving help from the 
government as then constituted. 


‘So that, on May 9, 1915, when we 


‘commenced the battle of Festubert, an 
operation undertaken to relieve the in- 


tense pressure on the troops at Ypres, 
my mind was filled with keen anxiety. 
After all our demands, less than 8 per 
cent of our shells were high explosive, 
and we had only sufficient supply for 
‘about forty minutes of artillery prepa- 
ration for this attack. 3 |

Losses Doubled and Trebled. 

, Nn the tower of a ruined church 

I spent several hours in close 
observation of the operations. 
Nothing since the battle of the 

Aisne had ever impressed me so deep- 
ly with the terrible shortage of artil- 
lery and ammunition as did the events 
of that day. As I watched the Aubers 


ridge; I clearly saw the great inequal- 


ity of the artill duels, and as attack 


after attack failed I could see that the 


‘absence of sufficient artillery support 
was doubling and trebling our losses 
in men. 

I therefore determined on taking the 
most drastic measures to destroy the 
apathy of a government which had 
brought the empire to the brink of 
disaster. A friend was standing by 
my side on the tower, and to him I 
poured out my doubts and fears and 
announced my determination. He 


- Warned me that the politicians would 


never forgive the action I proposed 
and that it meant my certain recall 
from the command in France. 

But my decision was made and I 
immediately started for my headquar- 
ters, fully determined on my future 
course of action. If any additional 
proof .were required of the hopeless- 
ness of any relief coming from the war 
office, I found it waiting for me when 
I reach headquarters that afternoon 
in the shape of a telegram from the 
secretary of state for war directing 
that 20 per cent of our scanty reserve 
supply of ammunition was to be 
shipped to the Dardanelles. 

I immediately gave instructions that 


? evidence should be furnished to Gol- 


Repington, military correspondent of 
the Times, who happened to be then 
at headquarters, that the vital need 
of high explosive shells had been a 
fatal bar to our army success on that 
day. I directed that copies of all the 
correspondence which had taken place 
between myself and the government on 


the question of the supply of ammu- 


passing . 
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nition be made at once, and I sent my 
secretary, Brinsley FitzGerald, with 
Capt. Frederick Guest, one of my A. 
D. C.’s, to England with instructions 
that these proofs should be laid before 
Mr. Lioyd George, who had already 
shown me by his special interest ip 
this subject that he grasped the dead- 
ly nature of our necessities.. 

I instructed also that they should be 
laid before Mr. Arthur J. Balfour and 
Mr. Bonar Law, whose sympathetic 
understanding of my difficulties, when 
they visited me in France, had led me 
to expect that they would take the 
action that this grave exigency de- 


The Final Message. 
OGETHER with the correspond- 
ence, I sent the following secret 

memorandum: 

“1. Large quantities of high explo- 
sive shells for field guns have become 
essential owing to the form of war- 
fare in which the enemy is engaged. 
The enemy is intrenched from the sea 
to the Swiss frontier. There is no 
flank in his position that can be turned. 
It is necessary, therefore, for all of- 
fensive operations to start by breaking 
the enemy’s line, which presupposes 
the attacks of formidable field intrench- 
ments. Shrapnel, being the man killing 
projectile which is used against troops 


in the open, is primarily used in de- 


fense. In offensive operations it is 
used for searching communication 
trenches, preventing the enemy’s rein- 
forcements intervening in the fight, re- 
pelling counter attacks, and as an al- 
ternative for high explosive shells for 
cutting wire entanglements. It is, how- 
ever, ineffective against the occupants 
of the trenches, breastworks, or build- 
ings. 

_ “2, We have found by. experience 
that the field guns actually engaged 
in offensive operations, such as Neuve 


Chapelle, fire about 120 rounds per gun | 


per day. Heavy guns and howitzers, 
according to their caliber, fire less in

army are of course never equally heav-

There is, therefore, scarce- 
ly any limit to the supply of amimunl- 
tion that coulda be usefully employed. 
The more ammunition the biggs> the 
scale on which the attack can be deliv- 
ered and the more persistently it can 
be pressed.” 

Col. FitzGerald and Capt. Guest re- 
ported that on May 12 and 14 they had 
carried out my instructions and laid 
the facts before Mr. Lloyd George, Mr. 
Balfour, and Mr. Bonar Law. On May 
15 Col. Repington’s article appeared in 
the Times. 


The world knows what then hap- 
pened. The coalition government was 
formed, with Mr. Lloyd George as min- 
ister of munitions, and though delays 
afterwards occurred, the problem was 
at last faced with the intelligence and 
energy that its gravity demanded, and 
I feel that for his work on munitions 
we owe unmeasured gratitude to Mr. 
Lloyd George. The successful solu- 
tion of the problem came when he ap- 
plied to it that matchless energy which 
has enabled him to come through the 
great ordeal as England’s most valued 
leader in her direst hour. 

For my unprecedented action I claim 


that no other coutse lay open to me./ 


To organize the nation’s industrial re- 
sources upon a stupendous scale was 
the only way if we were to continue 
with success the great struggle which 
lay before us, and I fee] that the result 
achieved fully warranted the steps Il 
took.
